The purpose of the two halves 
was so Gold could identify him- 
self to Greenglass. When Gold 
and Greenglass met in June of 
1945 Greenglass .was paid $500 
by Gold who got it from his So- 
viet superior, Anatoli A. Yakov- 
lev, vice consul of the Soviet con- 
sulate in New York.

Gen. William F. Dean, 
heroic commander of the 24th Infantry Division, personally led a makeshift relief column | 
of his division Sunday to the Kum River front to smash an enemy double roadblock and| 
rescue an American regiment trapped behind it. 


Gen. Dean led the relief column 
to within two miles of the Kum 
River and one mile of the front 
firing line to smash the roadblock. 

The colonel commanding the 
regiment, which led the way 
through the major roadblock, 
hopped along holding his wounded 
leg off the d. He hopped

5 cents were 15 cents on Monday and that 
meats and other items had mysteriously 
advanced over the Sabbath. 

From tire manufacturers and wholesal- 
ers of sugar come word of almost frantic 
buying for hoarding by red-faced, hurry- 
ing citizens. . 

Banks report a surge of requests for 
loans to be used in speculative buying of 
steel, timber, cotton and other commodi- 
ties. The wise banks were réfusing such 


“We are telling them,” said one bank 
official, “that the quickest way to get the 
country into a panic is to stock up on large 
inventories and then have the war troubles 
settled, There would be so much in inven- 
tory that buying would slump for at least 
a year. What the people are doing makes 
no sense.” 

Other reports tell of buying of washers, 
deep freezes, refrigerators and other items 
by individuals who apparently want to 
hold them and be able to sell at a big profit 
if rationing—and higher prices—come. 

All this hurts this country.

How Much 


Is Enough? 


The American people are becoming res- 
tive to know how much is enough. 

The humiliating spectacle of our heav- 
ily outnumbered troops being drubbed by 
the Communists in Korea is bringing justi- 
fied demands that the nation throw what- 
ever is necessary into the fighting, even if 
it means total or partial mobilization. 


President Truman will give his answer, 
as best he can, in a special message to the 
Congress tomorrow and to the people in a 
radio address tomorrow night. 


There have been complaints that the 
President and the defense leaders have 
been holding back too much. The people 
are disturbed and uncertain. Our course 
has not been plainly indicated. Losses in 
Korea have aggravated the situation. 


It is understandable that the people are 
gravely concerned. But it is understand- 
able, too, that President Truman and mili- 
tary officials have been unable to lay down 
a blueprint at this time. The fighting in 
Korea, essentially a police action under 
aegis of the United Nations, necessarily 
has been conducted on a day-to-day basis. 
We have thrown into the fighting the 
strength that was readily available. At 
once we learned more was needed. 


Russia’s course remains an enigma. It 
is not known whether the Korean conflict 


‘ can be and will be localized, whether it is 


the first of a long series of such incidents 
rovoked by Moscow, or whether the 
emlin will decide the time is now. 


These questions and many more enter 
into the decision as to this country’s course. 
The answers are not yet all in. It may be 
sometime before they become apparent. 

Meanwhile, though, it is certain that the 
forces we have committed to Korea are not 
sufficient to do the job. It is equally cer- 
tain that we cannot, whatever the cost, 
allow Moscow to win in Korea. If all-out 
mobilization is the answer, then let us have 
it. Our job is to finish what we have 
started. 

The debacle in Korea, though costing 
dearly in lives and pride, should in the 
long run prove a blessing in disguise. It 
has revealed the shocking weaknesses of 
our defense organization. It has brought 
home the fact that we have no control 
over where a war will be fought. It dem- 
onstrates beyond any doubt that balanced, 
highly trained and hardened forces are

the American system and creates discon- 

tent with it on the part of people who can’t 

speculate and hoard. And they make up 
e majority. 

If the capitalistic system—which has 
created the most jobs, the highest wages, 
the best standard of living for any peoples 
anywhere else in the world—is damaged it 
will be done by the greedy, fearful ones 
now engaged in hoarding and in attempts 
to speculate in materials which may be- 
come short because of war needs. 

We cannot say that too strongly. 

Let business and banks help us and 
their own future out by imposing volun- 
tary restrictions on this small percentage 
who are doing the whole country harm. 

If controls do come because of war— 
which we pray is not the case—then we 
hope, and will urge, the controls be strong 
enough to enable the government to open 
those extra freezer lockers and take out the 
hoarded meat, and to go into store rooms 
of individuals and take out those hoarded 
tires and the unneeded sacks of sugar. 

We must say to these people that we 
will not allow them to be the termites 
which eat away faith in the American sys- 
tem.

Atlanta newspaper wrote a little editorial the 

other day noting that former Gov. M. E. Thompson had sworn 

that he spent some $32,000 and Gov. Herman Talmadge had sworn 

that he spent some $24,000 in their gubernatorial campaigns. The 

legal limit is $25,000. If you spend any more and you win, you 

can't hold the office. This afternoon paper was a little skeptical 

about our major gubernatorial candidates’ word of honor. After 

listing these sworn expenditures, it said: “All who believe that 
come to Five Points and stand on their heads.” 


Well, now, surely I will believe the Governor of Georgia 
under oath. Both Mr. Thompson and Mr. Talmadge have occu- 


pied this high office. 

We noted in a study of results that Mr. Thomp- 
Just as Well son could have won the Governorship on the 
County Unit basis with the shifting of slightly more than 2,000 
popular votes. It’s just as well he didn’t win, though, because his 
affidavit that he overspent would have disqualified him from hold- 
ing the office. 


Mr. Talmadge is qualified to hold the office to which he was 
nominated, because he swore that to the best of his knowledge 
he spent a few dollars less than this legal limit. He did some- 
thing that we haven’t seen any other candidate do, either. He 
filed a list’ of 700 individuals whom he says contributed to his 
campaign, and he lists the amounts that he says they contributed. 
In our opinion, the purpose of this law was to correctly show 
who contributed to a candidate’s campaign, how much, and how 
the money was spent. Most candidates merely say that their cam- 
paign expenses were contributed by “friends and relatives” and 
don’t mention a single name. “Friends and relatives” are not 
the names of persons contributing, as we believe the law means. 


Gov. Talmadge published a list of contributors in his weekly 
paper, The Statesman. Taking the Governor at his sworn oath 
that this is the complete list of his contributions, it appears that 
some of our state employes were given false reports about their 
bosses contributing to Talmadge'’s campaign fund. During the 
campaign, the hat was passed around in some departments and 
the employes were urged to contribute from $10 to $50—and the 
word was passed around that some of their bosses were contribut- 
ing $500 to $1,000. 

Not a single department head contributed a dime—according 
to the list filed with the Comptroller General. That’s good for 
good government. There were some members of “non-political” 
Constitutional Boards who contributed—such as L. C. Burns, of 
Savannah; J. C, Dunn, of McDuffie County; Otis Nixon, of New- 
ton County, and J. F. Darby, Jr., of Vidalia, who put up $100 each, 
and George Whitman, Jr., of College Park, listed at $1. The 
Statesman listed $50 contributions from a “J‘\ Gorham Harrison, 
of Atlanta,” and “C. A. Hubbard, of Atlanta,” which sound sus- 
piciously like two officials of the Department of Education named 
J. Gorham Garrison and C. S. Hubbard. But there were no $500 
and $1,000 contributions listed from departmental heads or unit 
chieftains. There wasn’t a soul who gave more than $200, the 
Governor said. 


: There were some interesting contributors. The 
Inter esting Mayor of Thompson’s home town of Valdosta, J. E. 
Mathis, gave $50 to Talmadge’s campaign. So did Guy Connell, who 
defeated Mathis for Senator from Valdosta. Mayor C. J. Smith, of 
former Gov. Arnall’s home town of Newnan, put up $100 for Tal- 
madge. Some State employes like Asst. Atty. Gen. Bob Addleton, of 
Griffin, and Jim Page, of Tennille, gave $100 each, as did Barney 
Whitaker, the Jekyll] Island lessee. Some legislators and former 
legislators like Alva Hopkins, Jr., of Folkston; Ben Tarbutton, of 
Sandersville; Herschel Lovett, of Dublin; Doyal Salter, of Thom- 
aston, and Frank Battles, of Bainbridge, contributed $100 each, 
and Carl Ayers, of Oglethorpe, put up $50. 

Ted Forbes, who is kind of a legislative representative as well 
as secretary of the Textile Manufacturers of Georgia, sent Tal- 
madge $100. Other businessmen contributed, including Sol 
Kaminsky, who is in business at Savannah; L. W. (“Chip”) 
Robert, Freeman Strickland, Jesse Draper and Robert Woodruff, 
all of Atlanta, $100 each, and J. W. Woodruff, of Columbus, $100. 

That is the healthiest sign we see for the new administration. 
There have long been charges that big business or certain people 
tried to control a Governor because they contributed heavily to 
his campaign. Note the size of the contributions above from some 
of Georgia’s biggest businessmen. If Talmadge’s affidavit is true 
about his campaign contributions—and we repeat we and other 
Georgians should believe a Governor under oath—then he isn’t 
under any financial obligations. If any campaign contributor 
demands the paving of a road or the favoritism of business for 
his campaign investment, Gov. Talmadge can easily afford to re- 
fund him his $2 or $200 and turn in a fair administration. 
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Story?

Back in 1941 Rep. J. Hardin Peterson, the Democrat who comes from the gladioli country around 
Lakeland, Fla., concluded that there were a few racketeers in the wholesale florist business who 


were cheating the flower farmers every chance they got. 
the fruit and vegetable trade. ,

Everybody thought this was an elegant 
idea, including all the honest florists, but 
one of his cohorts in the House introduced 
an amendment which would include with the 
flowers those briny cherries. Seems nobody 
ever had got around to regulating them. 


Rep. Peterson first had to find out what they 
were. He discovered that out West farmers 
grow cherries, pit them and then ship ‘em east 
in vats of salt water. In New York the proces- 
sors wash out the salt, dye the cherries a mag- 
nificent red, flavor them with a secret concoction 
of their own, and pack them in small bottles, 
from which it is practically impossible to re- 
move them. These are known as maraschino 
cherries and are used widely in the mixing of 
Manhattan cocktails. 

The Agriculture Department wanted no part 
of this deal. It claimed these cherries weren't 
so much a fruit as a manufactured product. 


While this argument was waxing hot, the 


war was declared and Rep. Peterson forgot 
about his bill; most of the flower growers were 
planting potatoes, anyhow. 

Now he’s back again with a new Statute to 
regulate the flower trade under Federal license. 
Any wholesaler who cheats the grower, by telling 
him the flowers he shipped were droopy, loses 
his license. 

And, if he tries to stay in business anyhow, 


So he introduced a bill to put the flower 


he can be fined $500 and consigned to jail for 
a year. In each terminal market will be a Fed- 
eral floral inspector, if this bill becomes law, 
and I trust one of them will be me. 

Flowers, including potted palms and Christ- 
mas trees, now are a billion-dollar business. 
The big problem consists of those gladioli. They 
are subject to numerous diseases, including one 
which doesn’t make itself known until the time 
they are being wrapped in green tissue for the 
final consumer. Sometimes they wilt before 
her eyes. 


Congress appropriated $25,000 last year to 
study this disease, but the gladioli scientists 
have not yet come up with the answer. Rep. 
Peterson said a high-binding wholesaler 
could wire the gladioli grower that his ship- 
ment had arrived in bad condition, when in 
fact it was perfect. Under his bill an in- 
spector would decide. 


Rep. Charles B. Hoeven, Republican, Iowa, 
was not convinced. He said a man who offered 
to ship red roses could be in danger of the jug 
if he sent pink ones. “And then there’d be an 
argument about whether they were red, or pink,” 
he said.

Evacuation meant deportation, but our taste rejected the 
word deportation because deportation of populations by the Kaiser and Hitler and, meanwhile, by 


the Turks, had given it a bitter meaning. 

Nevertheless, without discrimination, we 
rounded up the actual Japanese and the Ameri- 
can citizens of Japanese ancestry on the Pacific 
Coast and shipped them to concentration camps 
in the Arizona desert and elsewhere. 


The camp at Sacaton, an Indian reserva- 
tion between Tucson and Phoenix, was 
bleak and forbidding, but the non-Ameri- 
can Japanese and our Nisei, meaning Ameri- 
can Japs, were adaptable and resourceful. 
They made much more of their surround-

legally blameless American citizens—all natives, 
by the way, because immigrants from Japan 
could not become citizens—who “we have no 
doubt were loyal to this country.” Because 
Hashimuro Togo, an American schoolboy, mem- 
ber of the high schoo] ball team, the band and 
the debating team, looked like a lot of other 
persons of the same racial stock, he could be 
railroaded out of his native town and dumped 
in the desert. 

“Korematsu,” the deported man, “was not ex- 
cluded from the military area because of hos- 
tility to him or his race. He was excluded be- 
cause we were at war with the Japanese em- 
pire, because the military authorities feared an 
invasion and felt constrained to take security 
measures—”

Hours later, when 
the area had been cleared, timid German ciwil- 
jans ventured back into it, some to steal from the 
dead, some to look on with horror and wonder, 
some to dig graves. Then one civilian, appar- 
ently a man of good heart, noticed to his con- 
sternation that Cocke was still breathing ... 
hanging doggedly to life in the midst of death. 
The man carried Cocke to his house and 
washed his gaping wounds.

Conquest of Yellow Jack Changed History 


The following article in the form of a letter to Constitution Editor Ralph McGill was written 
by Ww. H. Burson, of Athens, Ga., First Lieutenant, Eighth Ohio Volunteer Infantry, War with 
Spain, and past commander, Department of Georgia United Spanish War Veterans. 


I have enjoyed reading your editorial reporting conversation with James Leonard Hanbery, 
Orangeburg, S. C. Your editorial should emlighten some of your readers as to some of the ordeals 
and sacrifices undergone by volunteer soldiers during and after the War with Spain, concerning 


which the general public knows little. 

On numerous occasions I have been shocked 
by the ignorance of people presumably well 
educated when they have asked me “When was 
the War with Spain and what was it about?” 
These were high school graduates and, I am 
sorry to say, some were graduates of colleges. 
Apparently these people know nothing of the 
great benefits which followed the carrying on 
of the experiments at Camp Columbia, Havana, 
Cuba, where the means of transmission of yellow 
fever and methods of control were definitely 
proven and worked out in detail. 

In great degree the beneficial results accom- 
plished through these experiments weve made 
possible by the voluntary offering of these sol- 
diers after they had been informed by Surgeon 
Walter Reed concerning the nature of the experi- 
ments and were told that some of them would 
contract yellow fever and that probably some of 
them would die, which proved to be the case. 

Surgeon Walter Reed himself is reported to 
have contracted and died of yellow fever during 
the course of the experiments. The Walter Reed 
Memorial Hospital in Washington, M C., is 
named in his honor. 


Your final paragraph concerning the 
moral and physical courage of the mem who 
volunteered for these experiments is fine, 
but I should like to add something to it. 


The call for volunteers was not acaompanied 
by the sound of beating drums, blasts of bugle 
calls, waving of flags, marching bands leading 
parades of soldiers equipped for war, officers 
shoulting and all the other things that go to make 
up a call for volunteers. Nothing like that at 
all. Simply a statement by Dr. Reed and the 
stepping forward of these volunteers. Just a 
cool, calculated offering by these men of their 
health and lives on the altar of medical science. 

In my humble opinion, these men were 
heroes of all time and should be honored as such. 
I am informed that about 30 years afterward 
Congress passed a law granting a small pension 
to the few who were still living at that time. 

What were the results obtained through 
these experiments? Let us take a look around 
and see if we can recognize any of them. 

(1) The French failed to build a Panama 
Canal because they could not control tropical dis- 
eases. With the knowledge gained, the United 
States was able to, and did build the Paname 
Canal. Try to estimate its value since its con- 
struction and its future prospects of being of 
value to this country during war and peace. 

(2) Medical science by means of the knowl- 
edge gained has been able to devise vaccines for 
the prevention of yellow fever and various other 
tropical diseases, and it is not too much to say 
that there are now living many young men and 
women who served during World War II in the 
tropics because they got a “shot” in the arm 
which prevented them from acquiring yellow 
fever and other infections known now to be 
transmitted by mosquitoes and other insects. 

Remember, now, that this was the first defi- 
nite proof that medical science had that insects 
transmit diseases to both man and beast. 

(3) This knowledge resulted in means of 


control being inaugurated for the prevention of 
the scourges of yellow fever which at times be- 
came devastating epidemics in our various cities 
all along the Gulf Coast and even far up the At- 
lantic Coast. These epidemics are no more, due 
to the sacrifices of these volunteers. 


I knew the time, while a resident of Cincin- 
nati, during such an epidemic in New Orleans 
about 1903, as I now recall it, when passengers 
on trains arriving from New Orleans could not 
enter the city until they were able to prove that 
they had not come from New Orleans. 


Our Gulf Coast and Atlantic Coast cities are 
now the playgrounds of tourists from the North- 
ern States both summer and winter as you well 
know. Prior to gaining the knowledge of causes, 
modes of transmission and means of control such | 
movement of holiday seekers were practically 
unknown. 

What has this been worth to the South and 
what will be its value in the future? No one 
can answer this question. 

(4) The West Indies, the Central American 
and South American countries and many other 
parts of the civilized world have benefited in 
greater or lesser measure as well as we in this 
country. This has had results in the establish- 
ment of more friendly relationships among the 
nations of the Western Hemisphere, resulting in 
the greater development of trade and commerce 
with these countries. What is this worth? 

I have had sneering remarks made to me 
by ignoramuses in an attempt to deride the serv- 
ices and sacrifices of veterans of the War with 
Spain. They have said it was a short war, and 
that it was just a nice ocean trip. Only those 
who were there during the Santiago Campaign 
or those who constituted the Army of Cuban 
Pacification know. 

The knowledge of the general public con- 
cerning the War with Spain and subsequent 
events that have been beneficial in many re- 
spects is very meager, to say the least, and it is 
my opinion that you, as the author of strong and 
interesting editorials, might be able to do some-~- 
thing along this line which has been so grossly 
neglected but which, I believe, is an important 
part of the history of the United States.
